SUDBURY,  England,  Oct.  l.-4In  the- 
person  of  Ambassador  Dawes  of  the 
United  States,  this  city  today  feted  the  p 
return  of  the  stone  mason.  William 
Dawes,  who  left  the  town  300  years 
ago  to  found  the  American  family  of 
which  Ambassador  Dawes  is  his  direct 
descendant. 

Gen.  Dawes  wa.s  made  an  honorr>-y,  ' 
freeman  of  the  borough  of  Sudbury, 
an  honor  which  has  not  been  accorded 
to  any  one  in  the  last  -1  years  and 
granted  to  only  14  others.  All  but  two 
of  those  others  were  residents  of  Sud- 
bury or  veteran?  of  wars. 

Just  about  three  times  the  town's 
police  force  was  called  out  to  keep  the 
streets  clear  for  the  car.  in  which 
Gen.  Dawes  and  Mrs.  Dawes  motored 
from   London. 

Dawes  Accepts  Scroll. 
Within  the  council  chamber  of  the 
town  hall.  Gen.  Dawes  occupied  the 
stand  with  the  village  dignitaries  in 
their  fullest  dress.  A  score  of  cameras 
nd  movia  and  talkie  apparatus  ground 
away.  Mayor  E.  P.  Fitzgerald  o£  Sud- 
bury conferred  the  freedom  of  the 
town  on  Gen.  Dawes  and  presented 
him  with  a  scroll. 

The  scroll,  with  its  500  year  old  seal, 
was  inclosed  in  a  handsomely  carved 
coffer  with  the  Sudbury  arms  on  one 
side  and  a  sailing  ship  on  the  other. 
The  lady  mayoress  presented  Mrs. 
Dawes  with  a  handmade  cushion,  made 
'in  Sudbury  and  a  model  Stuart  room 
Iwith  miniature  furniture  of  the  period. 
1  After  the  ceremony  every  one  lined 
I  up  to  parade  to  iunch.  The  firemen 
1  wen  closely  followed  by  the  town 
I  crier,  and  mace  bearers,  w  ho  preceded 
I  Mayor  Fitzgerald  and  Gen.  Dawn 
I  Then  came  Mrs.  Dawes,  escorted  >y 
dignitaries,  and  surviving  members  of 
j  the  English  branch  of  the  Dawes 
j  family.  Aldermen  of  Sudbury  fol- 
lowed, sporting  purple  robes  and 
I  brand  new  cocked  hats,  with  the 
magistrates  wearing  their  wigs  ar.i 
!  robes.  The  lord  lieutenant  of  Suffo.k 
j  county,  Bishop  Bury  St»dmunds,  and 
!  the  visiting  mayors  ma,i«  the  bravest 
1  show  of  all  in  scarlet  robes  with  fur 
',  collar*    and    chains    of    nrrioe.

'      The    luncheon     was    served    in    the 
I  town's   armory.      After    the   meal    Gen. 
'Dawes  p'-iHed  put  his  underslung  pipe,

part  in  the  ceremony  of  drinking  wine 
from  Sudbury's  ancient  loving 
the  end  of  a  proposal  of  a  toast  by  1 
Lieut.  Sir  T.  Courtenay  T.  Warner,! 
Bart.,  Gen.  Dawes  also  toox  a  sip,  re- 
peating the  time  honored  formula.  The 
ceremony  was  repeated  by  the  lady 
mayoress  and  Mrs,  Dawes  while  the 
guests  applauded. 

Gen.  Dawes  carefully  avoided  any 
reference  to  current  events  in  his 
speech.  Beginning  his  address  with 
reference  to  his  Sudbury  ancestor  and 
the  so-called  "Suffolk  migration" 
under  Gov.  John  Winthrop  of  Massa- 
chusetts, which  left  its  mar-:  in.  that 
state  by  names  derived  from  Suffolk 
county.  Gen.  Dawes  toil  his  listeners 
that  an  English  Dawes  and  an  Ameri- 
can Dawes  fought  on  opposire  .-ides  in 
the  revolution.  The  rest  of  the  am 
bassador's  speech  contained  an  expres- 
sion of  confidence  that  En -lard  a-ili 
regain  its  old  prosperity.
